REPORT ON FOREIGN MISSIONS. — 


Your committee on Foreign Missions beg leave to report : 
That, as far as our knowledge extends, the Foreign Mis- 
sion work is being carried on in Mexico, Brazil, Italy, Africa 
and China. While these countries,are slowly receiving chris- 
tianity, the vast majority have never , yet heard of the glad 
uernge of salvation, nor the precious truth of the gospel of 


our Lord and Savior, Jesus Christ. The work among. these 
foregoing nations is a great work, requiring a great army 0 
missionaries to reach even.a small portion of the populatio 

of these different nations; and to sustain these missionaries 
necessitates a t expense, iy) 

It is the desite and aim of the Foreign Mission Board to 
raise one hundred thousand dollars. for this purpose during 
the conventional year.. Of this amount, Mississippi is ex- 
pected, to raise ten or twelve thousand. dollars, which is its 
pro rata, according to the. number of Baptist in. the State. 
This amount may.seem large to some, butif each member of 
the sixty thousand Baptists of our State would give twenty- 
five cents it would more than rais¢ the amount asked of us. 
Therefore, - : 
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Resolved, That we delegates bring this’ matter before our 
churches at the November meeting and endeavor to raise, at 
least, this small amount r corte :
